:\ Dominions, and to diſcountenance ſuch p:rſons, Men or Womenin His Majeſtics Courr, as ſhould 
Sd o/[2& wear any ManutaQures made in Fortatzn Countreys; And that purſuant hereunto, His Majeſty ha! 
\/ £93 Graciouly Declared « That He would not only do it by His own Example, but would diſcounte- 
ENAT nance all other perſons that ſhould wear Porraign MinufaQtares; And that His Myjeſty had given 
AY Ord:r to the Lord Trea{urer, to Dire the Commiſſioners of the cuſtoms, to cauſe all Goods of 
- Fortraign MannfaQture Prohibired by Law, ti» be Seized, at what Port, or on whoſe Accountſoevet 
they ſhall be Imported into this Kingdom, and that his Lordſhip ſhal grant no Warrant for the Releaie ofthem, And 
wheras upoa the Pericion of the Si'k Weavers of Loy», Preſented to His Majeſty in Council, fetting forth , Thi: 
they have arrained to great Skill in Contriving and making of Silk and Stuffs, Figured and Plain, and that if dre £0. 
couragement were givea to them,and to ſeveral other Manual Trades, by Prohibitingthe Importation of Forraign Manu - 
factures , they ſhould inc -aſe and flouriſh. His Majeſty was pleaſed to Declare, and accordingly then gave Order to 
the Maſter of His Robes, . That he ſhould nor prepare tor H:s Majeſties Uſe in His Wearing Apparel, any k:nd of Silk 
or Stuffs Wrought: out of His own Dominions, nor any Ribons, Gloves, Hatts, or otherthings for His Wearing, whicl, 
were MinufaQured beyond the Seas, unleſs as hereafter Excepted, Andlikewiſe that the Lord Chamberlain of His Ma- 
jeſties Houſhold ſhould rake Care, and give due Order, That no perſon or per{ons ſhould preſume to come into His Ma- 
jeſties preſence , Wearing any ofthe things aforelaids , being of Forraign ManufaQture, or any o:her whatever, unlels as 
followethz Namely, The Lace commonly called Point de Venice, which may be worn by any untilthe firſt day of May next(and 
no longer) as alſo Linen,and Calicoes, and ſuch other wearing things as by our own Trade ate 1mportcd from the Eaft 1nates. 
To the cnd thercfore, that theſe His Majeſtics Commands an4 Crders :nay be Publickly taken notice of, and the more 
exaQtly obeyed, It is this day further Ordered ty His Majeſty in Council, That the Right Honourable the Lord Treaſurer 
do Renew his Orders to the Commisfioners of the Cuſtoms, That they dire the Seizur and Confiſcacion of a!l manner of 
Forraign Wearing Manufatures that are Prohibited by Law; And to cauſe His Majeſties part th:reof ro be Publickly 
Burat; Thar ſo the Petitioners . His M1jeſties SubjeRts, may find a | due Encouragement and 4 dvantage inthe Profecy- 
tion of their ſeveral Trades and Cillings; An1 this Orderis to b2 Priatel1 and Atfixed 11 all the Ports Cuftom- houſes 
of England.
